TT  is  common  to  feo  on  the  med;ils  and  in- 
^  ta;;lios  of  the  ancient  Greeks,  the  figure 
of  an  Ox  in  the  poftureof  att.ick,  or  making 
a  violctit  pufh  with  his  horns.  This  emblem 
is  fo  often  repeated,  tlut  it  miiR,  uithout 
doubt,  have  had  a  meaning  with  which  the 
ancients  were  well  acipiainted,  but  of  which 
the  m(Klcms  are  certainly  ignorant.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  fome,  tlj.ii  figure  is  the  fymbol  of 
agriculture,  ami  of  the  fertility  of  the  coun¬ 
tries  on  the  med.ds  of  which  it  is  feen.  But 
what  is  Its  lignitication  on  the  intaglios 
Why  doe;  the  Ox  appear  in  a  memacing  pof- 
tiirc  ?  Why  is  he  feen  t»n  the  reverfe  t»f  me¬ 
dals  of  fever.il  countries  ?  Why  is  he  fomc- 
limes  repreUnted  as  treading  on  a  Thyrfus, 
or  with  tlic  other  attributes  of  Bacchus  ? 
The  explication  hefore-nienlioned  not  having 
f.itisfied  the  generality  of  .anii<iuarlans,  they 
have  contented  thcmfclvcs,  while  f|>c.»king  of 
this  figure,  with  giving  it  the  name  of  Hot 
C'trnupet.tf  which  is  Inrtter  c.alculalcd  for 
pointing  iMi:  its  .a^Tron,  tlun  cx|»l:i‘uiing  wlut 
tlut  .atftion  was  defigned  to  fignify.  The 
w.int  ot  thefe  explications  liaving  indMCed  the 
autlior  of  iho  work  under  examiiutlon  to 
invelLgate  tlie  tiue  meaning  of  the  emblem, 
he  has  difeovereJ  it  in  ilic  JajHMkjfc  thcol(»gy, 
and  their  monuments  prcfei  vc  th.ar  p.art  of 
tlie  embleni  which  is  w.inting  in  the  Grecian. 
Thcle  Lilt  only  give  the  figure  of  the  0<  ;  but 
the  J.iponefc  add  that  of  the  Egg,  from  which 
llicy,  as  w'ell  as  the  ancient  Greeks,  arc  of 
opinion  rtuat  the  world  ilfucd.  The  re-union 
of  thefe  two  emblems  exprelfcs  the  o^t  by 
which  the  Gencr.iiive  Power  priKluced  the 
world,  and  drew  it  out  of  duos  ;  and  t’lcif 
fcpanition,  or,  which  is  the  fame  thing,  the 
Ox  reprefented  fcpir.ately  from  the  Egg, 
fignificd  among  the  Greeks,  not  the  ad  of  the 
generation  of  the  world,  hut  of  the  creating 
God  himfrlf  w’ho  pnxluced  it,  and  of  w'hom, 
for  that  realon,  the  Ox  w'as  made  the  peculiar 
fyni!>ol.  The  Indi.ans  gave  to  this  Divine 
Being  the  name  of  lirojma,  and  the  Greeks 
called  him  Dionyjtutyov  Bacchus,  Ourautluir 
begins  his  third  ch.iptct  with  an  enquiry  into 
EVROP.MAtt. 


the  names  given  by  different  nations  to  this 
ancient  emblem,  and  of  the  figures  w’liich 
they  fubftituted  infte.id  of  that  of  the  Ox,  by 
which  they  reprefented  the  CVr.a/,jr  of  the 
nvorld.  The  Arabians,  the  Perfians  in  the 
moft  remote  ages,  tlie  Ja|>oncfe,  and  tti« 
Chinefe,  gave  to  this  emblem  titles,  which,  in 
their fevcral  languages,  fignifyiiig  Lord^  Vi  ince. 
Father^  .U.i/f#**,  itulicated  the  pow'cr  of  tfic 
Being  which  It  reprefented.  The  A'gvpliana 
gave  it  the  names  (>f  Mnevis  and  .//•L,  the 
lad  of  which  fignifics  Father  ;  tlio  fame  with 
the  Librr  Paler  of  the  Latins,  the  Author  of 
Life.  The  Indians  exprclTcd  the  fame  thing, 
as  was  obferved  in  the  clupter  preceding  that 
we  arc  now  examining,  by  tlic  title  of  Dar„ 
m  jd/v/f  w  hich  they  gave  to  the  Sacred  Ox  5 
for  that  title  fignifying  the  Ox  of  Lije^  (hewsi 
that  the  Being  of  which  it  is  llic  fymbol  gave 
vitality  to  all  crc.alures. 

We  know  not  the  name  given  to  that 
cmblematicalOx  by  the  Cimbi  i,  who  brought 
it  from  Afia  into  tlic  north  of  Germany,  am! 
afterwards  into  Italy.  Tlic  temple  iiiwhicli 
the  Chinefe  worlhippcd  it,  bears  the  n.amc 
of  M.i-lu-la-lycn,  or  the  palace  of  the  hornt .1 
Ox.  There  was  formerly  inthc  iflandof  Kuhx.i, 
a  temple  w  hich  wx,  likewifc  c.'illcd  the  Palace 
of  the  Ox,  It  was  a  cavern,  like  ihofc  temples 
cut  in  the  rocks  of  the  ilbnd  of  Elcplunta, 
wlierc  the  fame  emblem  is  to  be  feen  as  well 
as  in  the  caves  or  p.igml.ts  of  the  ifle  of  Ca- 
n  ira.  Wc  arc  furpriicJ  tlut  our  autluir  has 
made  no  mention  of  the  caverns  in  which 
the  Perfians  worfhippcvl  the  Milhra’s  Bull  ; 
for  .according  to  Eubulus,  quoted  by  Poi* 
pUyry,  thefe  caverns  reprefented  the  foim 
of  tlie  world,  of  whicli  Mitluas  w  as  looked 
upon  to  be  the  creator. 

In  page  3^,  note  2,  are  fome  very  cmious 
rental  ks  on  tlie  Apis,  and  the  adoration  paid 
to  living  .animals.  Tlut  note  is  too  long 
to  be  infeitcd  licre,  and  the  various  matter 
it  contains  t(xi  difhcult  to  bsfeparated,  for  us 
to  give  a  fatisfafloiy  cxfr.TdI  from  it ;  w'e  mud 
therefore  refer  our  rc.adei'.  to  the  work  it- 
fclf.

<.)x,  of  which  that  liguie  li,‘s  in  the  nio:;u 
iiicnls  of  fo  many  n.<'.ions,  tin*  lioriis,  the 
head,  and  the  feet.  One  of  tliat  kind  Iwis 
beta  d  ig  out  of  the  unns  ot  the  anci¬ 
ent  city  of  Ifeiculaiieum  ;  it  is  rcpie- 
fented  ill  the  I’i.a  i  t  annexed.  This  figure,  the 
original  ot  which,  in  bron/e,  is  pre¬ 
fer  ved  in  the  cabinet  of  the  King  of  Naples, 
h.is  the  horns  of  a  young  ox.  I'liey  h.ul  given 
It  the  dewlap,  or  iVun,  which  h.ings  from  the 
chin  ot  that  animal  on  the  hrcall,  and  le.ictics 
a’oiig  the  fore- part  of  the  neik  ;  aiul  llut  no 
doubt  m.iy  be  left  concerning  the  defign 
of  this  figuir,  thc7  have  prclcrvcd  in  ih.c 
niuldlc  of  Ills  forc-hc.ad  the  lult  of  hair  w  hich 
oidin.irily  grows  on  tlui  of  a  young  bull.

Bacchus  under  the  hum.an  fntm,  and  that 
of  tlie  Ox,  which  was  the  re.nfon  of  giVMi'» 
him  the  epithet  of  Tuui  Ifcnnlt,  is  hkcwile 
i  cmark.ible,  .is  it  holds  a  let  pent  like  ilj.it 
w  hiih  is  f«cn  in  the  hands  of  Hroiima,  in  one 
of  the  figures  in  the  I'.igoJa  of  Klcjdiinta, 
where  that  fynibol  cxprelVcs,  as  in  this  figure, 
tbi  Author  of  I  i/ff  .ind  likewife  f  gnilu  s  t'le 
Being  w  lu)  created  the  w  ot  Id.  1  his  monu¬ 
ment  being  found  in  the  ruins  of  a  city  of 
.Magna  Chxcia,  fhews  that  the  (ireeks  and 
tlie  It.di.ins  formerly  had  figures  coiilh  vi6lcd 
on  the  f.irrtC  ulc.is  as  the  idols  of  the  Nation, 
in  llieNoithof  titimany,  and  as  thofe  wliul» 
are  Itill  woinilp|>ed  in  India,  and  tlie  iiuuc 
catlcni  parts  of  Alia. 

Thefe  obfci  vations  flicw*  u^  tlie  progiefs  of 
Sculpture,  and  of  'I  hnology,  among  the  An- 
tlciits.  This  Theology,  at  fwH,  admitting  a 
Suf'rrme  Uting^  w  hom  it  regarded  a;  the  mz  i. 
J'.it:  Vatl't  of  all  things,  repi  ei'cnled  him  by 
the  emblem  of  the  H’lld  f>.v.  From  the 
w(iid  //-»,  or  TKj,  which  exprciltJ  that 
aiiiiTi.al,  is  derived  the  Wi*rdTi:c;;  whence 
c.imc  that  of  fignifyiiig  (  iOil ;  hecaule  his 

emblem  was  01  igin..hy  rcpicfcntcd  uu  lei  the 
form oftl;e.iiiIm.il  wh«  ren.4n1eth.il  is 01  il  was. 
Sculpture,  while  It  itii:t.aed  the  figure  of  this 
.‘.limal,  gave  the  thcohigic.il  idea.  1  his  idea 
preferibeJ  llic  objeef,  which,  f'erli.tps,  was 
the  caufc  of  difcoveiing  tli.it  ingenious  ait, 
or  w  hich,  at  Icall,  encouraged  its  full  ellays. 

Ihe  invilible  Father  begot  a  Son,  wlio 
was  his  jupteme  pc'Mcrj  and  wliom  he  em¬ 
ployed  to  draw  the  w  orld  out  of  Chaos 
1  h.il  lupremc  pow  er  was  tlic  ziirtue^  tlie 
which  cxprefled  ilie  piwcr  of  the 
Cicator.  Men  itMui  pei  lon'fi'td  that  meta- 
phyfual  Being,  that  fecondary  '.^gent,  which 
made  him  be  coiifiJcrcd  as  the  pnneipai 
of  all  things.  He  was  then  regarded  as  llic 
O'  feed  of  ftr.timer.tj  as  the  icaiicc  of  in- 
te’.ligeiKC,  and  origin  of  light.  Iking  bora 
as  all  other  beings  are,  he  was  btlievcd  to 
be  vifiblc  like  them.  They  ventured  to  at¬ 
tempt  to  rcpreteiit  him,  and  accultonied 
ihcmlelves  to  p.-iy  to  ih.it  vifiblc  Iking  the 
honours  w  hlcli  vs  ere  at  firll  giscii  only  to  the 
iniijildt  F.itlicr.  The  Son,  whom  they 
thought  they  faw*,  ni.idc  them  forget  the 
F.ither,  whom  they  did  not  fee;  and  the 
emblem  which  I eprcfciitcd  him  changed  its 
objei*^. 

in  order  to  render  this  objcif^  more  feii- 
fible,  Sculpture  united  the  form  of  the  O.v, 
called  ThcOf  with  the  human  :  the  one  Urved 


•  M.irt.  Capell.  lib.  ii. 
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fo  mark  the  Jivinity  attributed  to  the  other; 
and  when  they  were  accuftoipcd  to  look 
up<in  thefe  fiiTurcs  as  thofc  of  Gi>d  himfelf, 
the  artirts  entirely  fupprclfcJ  tlic  form  of  the 
Ox,  and  contented  tljcmfclvcs  with  preferving 
hii  iharaflir^  and  calling  it  back  to  memory 
by  the  rcprefcntalions  they  afterwards  m.ulc. 
Then  the  primitive  emblem  being  confidcr- 
ed  as  an  attribute  of  the  new  God,  became  an 
accclfary,  fuhordmatc  to  the  figures  which 
reprefented  him. 

The  images  of  the  Frlick-han  of  the  F.lutli 
atid  Ztmgore  Tartars  rcl’cmhlc,  at  this  day, 
thofe  which  we  have  mciitit»n^  >♦€,  ht)th 
by  the  horns  of  the  Ox,  which  that  divinity 
lias  on  his  head,  and  hrcaule  inlfead  of  the 
feet  of  that  animal,  and  of  his  head,  whlcli 
fome  of  thofe  figures  hear  on  their  th'glis, 
th  It  of  this  God  is  mounted  onthcOx  himfelf; 
that  is  the  .'inimal  on  which  he  rides,  ns  it 
was  foimerly  ll.at  on  which  the  Krouma 
of  the  Indi.ins  w'as  mounted,  and  their 
C’heivcn  is  now. 

Tlie  liluth  .md  Zongore  T.irtnrs,  or  Cal- 
miicks,  witliin  tliefe  thirty  years  occupied  the 
fame  countjy  u  hich  w.is  formerly  inliabited 
bytheSicx;  thofe  initions  extended 

Ihemfclvcs  along  the  higheft  parts  of  Mount 
Caucnfiis,  wht  re  fin  nicrly  (biod  the 
f*f  llic  Scvthiaiis.  It  w.is  from  thence  that 
the  emblem  of  the  Ox  came,  .as  well  as  the 
name  of  Diimyfius,  which  svas  given  him  by 
tlic  Greeks.  This  e  mblem,  which,  a.^  is  feen 
by  the  im  igec  df  the  Zoiigores,  is  kept  up  to 
our  days  in  tli  it  l.ime  country,  from  whence 
it  wascanic'd  amonglf  lo  many  nations,  w.is 
in  ul'e  tlierc  long  before  the  coiujutfls  of  tlic 
Scythians  in  Aiia  ami  India. 

The  I'ilutliN,  hucelfors  of  the  Sacae,  flill 
piefervetl  the  traces  of  that  aiuicnt  fymhol  by 
which  their  pi  edecetfor^  reprefented  God 
more  than  :;40o  year>  ago. 

They  afterwards  c.ttributcd  it  to  the  fc- 
c  'nJ.iiy  I'eing,  whom  ruperllilion  made 
them  confound  with  the  Supreme.  Being, 
in  proceb  of  time,  llill  more  disfigured,  he 

at  prefeiit  what  tliey  call  the  Kihck-haii, 
and  m.ike  him  li>  be  the  God  who  judges  men 
and  j>unilhe‘^  lliem  after  tic.ith  :  but  ihvy  al- 
sv.ays  reprefent  him  wiili  the  attribute  of  the 
Cfod  of  Life,  .and  give  him  titles  which  cx- 
prefs  his  dominion  over  all  tilings,  his  name 
ftgnifying  the  J  A7»r^. 

']  lie  S.if.c  miglit  hiiart  of  not  drawing 
th<*ir  original  from  any  other  people.  Pof- 
lillors  of  a  country  whicfi  the  Scythians  fald 
was  the  til  11  lliat  became  habitable,  they  al- 
w.iys  prefcived  tlie  manners  of  tlic  fiili  in¬ 
habitants  of  the  world,  and  continued  to  lead 
the  hte  of  or  fheplicrds.  1  licy  led 

tlirir  ftocks  into  thole  valf  countries  where 
ihe  Scliuga  has  It;  fyuicc,  near  the  higlicfl 


fpot  in  all  Afia.  It  is  from  tlwife  countrie'  , 
inlubiteil  by  the  moft  antient  known  natloiw, 
th.1t  we  have  feen  that  w(»rfhip  ori.Tniale 
which  was  carrieil  into  all  the  parts  ot  our 
continent.  It  appe.iis  to  have  e>r»*nded  ii- 
felf  every  where  like  thewatei^,  which  from 
thofe  heights  fprend  on  .ill  lidcs,  and  di- 
recUheircouifc  lofeas  op|)ofite  to  each  other. 

The  PeHians,  who  were  neighlumrs  of  tlic 
Scythiam,  gave  them,  in  general,  the  name  of 
Sac*,  b<  caufc  the  tribe  of  that  n.imc  wms 
ceitaiiily  the  molt  illultrions  of  .ill  the  Scy- 
thiam,  and  the  Item  of  which  all  the  others 
were  branches.  They  acknowie«lgcd  the  coun¬ 
try  of  the  Sa:*  to  be  that  from  which  they 
drew  their  origin,  and  pnivcd  from  its  lofty 
fitu.icion,  wliich  is  the  higheft  on  the  w  hole 
of  the  old  continent,  th.it  that  country  was 
the  firft  which  became  hablt.ihle  after  the  re¬ 
treat  of  the  w.itcrs,  which  they  f.iid  over¬ 
flowed  the  earth.  The  obfcrv:/ions  ni.idc  in 
our  d.iys  by  able  m.Mhem.itic  .ms  demonltrate 
the  truth  of  what  thole  ii..tioiis  faid  with  re- 
fpcct’  to  the  prodigious  elev.ition  of  theif 
countri’,  and  tho  filuaiioii  of  th.it  which  they 
alfertedtobe  tlie  cr.idle  of  their  nation.  Tho 
hiitory  of  the  S  ic*  goes  farther  b.ick  llurt 
that  of  any  other  n.iiion,  and  it  is  .among  them 
th.it  w’e  mult  fc.nich  for  the  antupiitics  of  the 
molt  remote  tunes.  I  hey  extended  them- 
fclvcs  into  India,  and  it  is  from  their  name, 
w  hich  W.1S  protiouMCed  S.ik.ti,  lh.it  that  of 
Kutui,  given  to  the  country  of  the  Ceres  and 
even  to  Clilna,  was  formed  by  nielarlielis. 
This  fame  name  is  Hill  preferved  m  th.it  of 
fevcr.al  pl.ices  of  Jap.in,  w  here  the  ancient  em¬ 
blems  of  the  religion  and  rofmognny  of  the 
Sacx  ate  flill  to  he  found.  Our  autiior,  when 
he  points  out  thofe  ct\ mologic.,  I.iys  th.it 
their  conneiMion  with  t.iCts,  and  their  cor- 
rcfpondeiice  with  the  monuments,  give  ilu  m 
n  Itrcngth  of  winch  they  woiiKl  not  be  fuf- 
ccptiblc  if  they  were  founded  only  on  analogies 
of  words,  or  fimil.uitv  of  lounds.

PVom  Inch  indulgence 
the  Roman  l.angu.ige  dvnved  all  its  boaltcd 
ads'.intagcs ;  for,  if  thofc  lh.it  cumpofed  in 
it  h.td  been  then  deb.iiied  from  this  liberty, 
1  leave  .my  one  to  jiulge  how  narrow,  how 
circumfcribcd,  it  would  ever  after  have  rc- 
m  lined. 

Perhaps  the  Roman  ports  in  this,  as  they 
did  in  many  other  things,  pleaded  the  example 
of  the  Greeks  before  them,  it  being  a  cer- 
laintv  that  they  m.adc  no  fciuple  in  borrow¬ 
ing  fmm  one  another.  Theocritus,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  copied  his  i^lh  Idyllium,  Tov  K>ii7r- 


HeAod  fays,  th.at  hell  w'as  fuch  a  horrid 
place,  tliat  even  the  gods  luted  it ; 

0101  Ti^.  And  Homer  relates  the  lamc  tir- 
cumlt.mce  in  the  fame  words.  The  ArH  poet, 
in  liis  defeription  of  the  battle  bctvvccn  the 
gods  and  giants,  tells  us,  tlut  I'iuto,  with  all 
his  ghoHs,  w'as  terrified  at  the  upr.  ar  in  hea¬ 
ven.  The  fame  ciicumltancc  in  liomer  li.is 
been  too  much  tfie  object  of  .admiration  for  it 
to  liave  efca|>ed  obfervatioii.  From  tliefs 
it  is  certain,  tlut  either  Homer  imitated  He- 
Aod,  or,  vice  vet  fit  HcAod  Homer.  Which 
of  them  was  the  imitator  is,  1  believe,  a  dif- 
Aculty  too  hard  to  folve.  I  fhall  only  add, 
that  thofe  who  maintain  that  Hefiod  was  the 
more  antient  of  the  tw'o,  fay  that  his  lan¬ 
guage  is  much  more  antiiiuated  tian  tlut  of 
Homer.

drclfcd  to  the  Electon  of  Great  Britain,  Rvo. 
and  in  tlie  fucceedmg  year  he  Deceived  the 
horuiur  of  a  degree  of  Do'f^or  of  laws  from 
the  Uiiivcrfiiy  of  Oxford.  Abaut  the  fame 
lieritKl  le  publ'lhed  his  Journey  to  the 
Wcltem  inand>.  It  was  this  year  aKo  he 
g.avc  the  public  the  lift  of  his  pol.ticail  writ¬ 
ings,  viz.  T'uxatizn  n'i  Tyran^.y**

OWl  EV,  near  Uxbridge,  which  was  the 
funimci  icfidencc  of  Mr.  Rich,  and  to 
wiiicti  he  was  makiag  great  impioveroents, 
formerly  belonged  to  the  ueU-known  Mi's. 
iMo»iiur%k  now  Mrs.  Verbruggen,  wile  to 
tire  promifing  ae^or  of  that  name,  wlu)  was 
unfortiuutebr  murdered  as  Itc  w.ts  clcorting 
the  celehi  .ttcJ  .Mrs.  Bnicegirdlc  Ixrme  from 
the  thenire.  On  .Mrs.  Montlord  w.as  the  jullly 
cebbr.^ud  .nod  well-known  ball.H  o.  Wack- 
cyrti  Suf.in  wTiticn,  by  Mr.  G.ty.  L'^rd 
Berkeley’s  p.iitiality  for  this  lady  induced  him 
to  leave  her  at  h:s  deccaie  three  hundred 
j^u.kIs  a  year,  on  condkiim  tliat  Ihc  never 
married.  His  lordlhlp  likewife  purclnfed 
Cewlcv  for  her;  .tkI  fhe  b:fide>  rcc»4vrd 
from  h  m,  at  limes,  vci7  aMifidcrahlc  fnms. 
Afier  th.s  ihe  fell  in  love  w  ilh  that  very'  ca- 
yit.ll  a^lor  Mr.  K^KJth  ;  but  the  dciire  of  re¬ 
taining  Iv  r  annuity,  prcveuicd  ha'  from  be¬ 
ing  joined  in  the  bands  of  wedlock  with  the 
Jfjvcr  whom  the  prefciTod  to  numbers  that 
were  canilid.Ucs  for  Ik’I'  favour.  This  couli* 
der.itinn  obltrnCling,  the  union  could  not 
take  place  ;  and  Mr.  Booth  foo4i  found  ano¬ 
ther  mate.

Booth  innsfcrring  liis  attention 
frr.m  the  former  to  the  hitter,  fwm  obtained 
pofTethon  both  of  her  perfon  and  fortune. 
Mts.  Monifoid  no foonci  heard  of  the  pei tidy 
of  her  lover,  and  the  ingratitvulc  of  her 
friend,  than  Ihe  gave  way  to  a  dcf|)eration  that 
deprived  her  of  herlenfcs.  In  this  filiation  Ihe 
w'js  brought  from  Cowley  to  London,  th.it 
the  bell  advice  might  be  pnKiued  for  her. 

As  durlrtg  the  moll  violent  p  u'oxyfms  of 
her  difordcr  ihc  was  not  outrageous,  and  ii<»w 
and  then  a  r.iy  of  reafon  bc.imcd  through  the 
cloud  that  overHiadowcd  her  intcllcils,  Ihc 
w.is  not  placed  uiulcr  any  rigorom  contViic- 
ir.ent,  but  lultcrod  to  go  about  live  iioufc.

fouiul  means  to  elude  the  care  of  her  fervaiitt* 
atul  got  to  llie  tlieatre  ;  where,  conceahi^ 
hericif  till  the  (ceoe  in  which  Ophelia  was  tb 
make  her  appearance  in  her  infant  Rate,  Die 
pnlheil  on  tlie  ilage  before  her  rival,  wlie 
played  the  chara^ler  that  night|  and  exhl- 
bitcil  a  far  more  perfect  reprefenhition  of 
madnels  than  the  ucmolt  exertions  of  mimic 
art  could  do.  She  wai,  In  truth,  Ophelia 
ht»/t!f,  Cu  Che  amazement  of  the  performers, 
as  Well  as  of  tlte  .uidience.  Nature  having 
made  this  /.i/f  eirort,  her  vital  powers  failed 
her.  On  her  going  vtT,  Ihc  propl»ctically 
exclaimed,  “  It  is  all  over  !’*  And  indeed 
that  was  foun  the  cafe ;  for  as  Ihe  was  con¬ 
veying  home  (to  make  ufe  of  the  concluding 
lines  of  .inotlier  fwert  b.sU.id  of  Gay’s,  where¬ 
in  hrr  fate  is  lo  tru^ly  dolcribcd)  **  She,  like 
**  a  lily  dnxipitig,  ilien  buwed  her  head,  and 
«  died.*’ 

rOLiriCAl.  EVENT. 

You  mult  lave  heard  of  the  inTenJfd  re¬ 
bellion  in  RulFu  during  the  reign  of  t!ie  great 
Czarina  F.lizabtth.  ll  is  indeed  gtmtrallj 
known  that  luch  a  rcvolutitxi  was  planned, 
.-uid  nearly  taking  place.  But  the  means  bf 
which  it  was  difeovered  and  prcvrnied,  aro 
known  but  lo  a  veiy  few.  I  will  therefore 
relate  tliem  to  you  in  the  fame  circumllantla^ 
manner  Lot  J  Tyrawity  repealed  them  lo  A/r, 
and  mylelf. 

From  his  lordfhlp’s  refiding  fo  m.sny  yean 
at  the  court  of  Spain  and  Portug;d,  he  had 
acquired  a  llrong  .ittachmenC  to  tlic  natives  of 
bothtltufe  kingdoms.  And  as  lie  was  happy 
in  evciy  opponunity  that  olfered  lor  ihewjng 
his  regard  for  them,  they  entertained  Ute 
higliclt  rcfpcil  for  his  Lordlhip,  During  my 
Lord’s  refjdcncc  at  the  court  t>f  Rulha,  he 
obferveda  Spani.ird  to  waik  frequently,  /c  f 
fevcral  days  togeihei,  before  the  court-yard 
of  his  hotel.  Excited  by  the  national  attach¬ 
ment  jull  mrutioned,  liis  l.ordfhip  ordered 
one  of  his  domeif  Ics  Co  hivite  the  D^n  to  dine 
.Tl  llic  fccond  table.  Ihc  Spaniard  acceptrd 
Xhe  invitaCiun  with  the  grratrfl  fcadir.tfi,  ar.d 
feemed  glad  iq  have  an  oppurtunicy  of  bylng 
by  hit  long  fpado  for  feme  hours  every  day. 
This  continued  fbr  Icveral  months,  fo  that 
the  l\r.mgcr  was  at  ler^^h  coofidered  as  one 
of  the  family. 

At  the  expiration  of  that  lime,  he  c;*tr^ 
late  one  evening,  and  reauHfed  the  domeiL,* 
in  waiting  to  inform  his  Vxcellenc}’,  th-i  b* 
wilhed  to  have  the  honour  tp  fpeak  to  him. 
The  fervant  fuppofiug  fc;s  buhnefs  WMsnot  of 
a  miture  to  reuuae  bis  feeurg  his  LorJfhip 
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ilvit  ni^ht,  Jefircil  he  would  cnll  iu  the  morn- 
itig.  Rutoti  the  man’s  layin;;,  “  The  nvcii- 
ui"  will  nor  do,  it  malt  he  unmaliatcly»”  his 
L<)rdll  ip  was  informed  of  his  reqnclt,  and  the 
Sponi.rd  ordered  to  he  admitted.  Upon  his 
being  tr.liodnccd*  he  thus  accorted  his  I  ord- 
fhip  in  S{  anifli  the  raament  tluy  were  alone : 

**  I  am  coinc,  my  L(»rd,  to  icpay  .nil  your 
tivilitics. — Rut  before  I  c<pl.»in  my  felt,  order 
your  hcrlin  to  be  jot  ready.” 

The  myrterious  air  which  the  Spaniard  af- 
fu’mtd  u|x)n  tills  (K'cafion  Toon  convinced  his 
Ix>rdfhip  of  what  he  lud  fafpeited  for  fome 
time,  th.at  his  new  dependent  belonged  to 
tlut  fraternity,  fo  nccelf.iry  to  every  p(>\vcr, 
termed  fpics.  He  therefore  ordered  his  car¬ 
riage  to  be  rot  reaily. '  When  tins  w.as  done, 
the  ftrangcr  thus  continued  :  “  1  have  for 
fome  time,  my  Lord,  formed  a  v«ry  llnct 
intimacy  vvitl^  a  Rufs  in  llic  fuite  of  the 

ite  CiuUtclit.  After  leaving  your  Kx- 
crllencyMiotcl,  1  generally  go  to  fpeiul  fome 
liours  With  him.  SUiying  at  the  Marquis’s 
ho'c!,  a  few  evenings  ago,  later  than  n'.ual, 
1  law  a  pcrl'on  come  in,  wJio  endeavoured  to 
fi'iile  liimfelf  from  ohfers.uinn,  as  if  defnous 
to  itmain  luiknovvn.  I  hi^,  ycnir  Lordfhin 
m..y  he  .iTiured,  .awoke  my  fulpicion?  ;  and 
ar.,  from  the  gii  nplc  1  had  of  him,  1  could 
only  guefs  who  it  w.l',  I  refolved  if  poflible 
lo  .11  live  at  fome  certainty  about  it.  For 
this  puriHife,  when  my  friend  rct.irncd,  I 
.afkcd  him  witli  a  carelefs  air,  wl;et!icf  the

Having  ^.ilncd  admittance  Toon  after  him,

Her  Maj»-rty  then  propofed  fending  fuch  .i 
particular  troop  to  prevent  the  ’defigr.s,  Ihe 
li;ul  juft  licen  informed  of,  from  bring  larried 
into  execution.  Rot  the  Spani.'id  cxcl.iimcd, 

No,  yon  nraft  Iccure  tl.cu,  as  they  .iro 
nosv  aelually  under  am  s  againlt  you.’’  The 
light  .It  this  rime  lliop.e  full  upon  th*m,  as  th^y 
Were  part  of  her  hody-guai  J,  and  her  fa- 
stniriie.  Wall,  Colonel  of  them.  Some 
troop  were  lent  to  prevent  t!>c  efc.-i pc  of  tlie 
Marj4ifJ{  CLitini  t,  but  he  w.as  a!rc.idy 
ficd  ;  ;uid,  llimigh  po;  fiiei!,  found  means  to 
nuke  his  rfeape.  }le  had  not,  however, 
t..ue  to  deftroy  lus  paper;.  'riieJc  v\ere  fc- 
enred  and  brought  to  the  pd  icc.  I'he  regi¬ 
ment  fiifpcdled  were  found  under  arms, 
w  hich  cr  eifrd  .a  c'-rt.ainty  of  their  intended 
fre.-iton.  'Uie  rr-enchery  of  her  favourite,  the 
Compre,  fully  p;ovcd ;  but  through

fome  remains  of  that  regard  which  fhc  once 
rrticMt.unc\l  for  him,  h’ni  life  was  Iparcil,  and 
he  was  h.uii(hed  lo  Siberia ;  whillt  all  thoie 
whom  he  had  prevailed  upoiitujuia  iii  his 
treachcKHis  views,  were  immedialcly  exe¬ 
cuted.  Her  Majcl^y  took  the  SpaoiarJ  into 
her  fervice,  and  rewat  ded  him  nobly.  And 
cfic  presents  ihe  made  L.o>  d  Tymivlry  for  the 
ferMces  he  rendered  her  oi\  this  occafioti^ 
t'aough  of  immenic  value,  were  not,  in  his 
elhmation,  of  fo  mucli  worth  as  the  fiienJ- 
Ihip  witir  which  Ihe  honoured  lum  to  the  day 
of  her  death. 

The  well-known  ZACHARY  MOORE. 

This  gentleman  had  once  been  pofTciroil  of 
an  income  of  15,000  per  annum,  lint 
not  being  e«idt)wed  with  a  proportionable 
fh  irc  t)f  piiiilcnce,  he  found  himfelf  at  length 
reduced,  through  Ins  owir  extravagance,  and 
the  cluc;inery  of  his  llcw'ai  d,  to  the  molt  hu¬ 
miliating  neceliity.  And  what  is  VC17  ex¬ 
traordinary,  the  wretch,  w  ho  h.ad  thus  jug¬ 
gled  him  out  of  a  princely  fortune,  had  the 
audacity  to  prt)|x>fe  to  him  lo  take  his  daugl  • 
ter  to  wife ;  on  which  conditiirn  he  w;ouUI 
agree  to  return  him  hack  the  whole  of  lire 
eitate  he  had  deprived  him  of.  Mr.  M^xirc 
nobly,  ill  my  opinion,  rejei'itcd  the  difgracrful 
offer.  'I'hc  generality  of  his  acqixiintance, 
however,  notwithltanding  they  ciKild  not  but 
admire  his  magnanimity  upon  the  ocoafion, 
blamed  an  imprudeuce  in  confec^ucnce  uf 


which  he  was  necc.litateJ,  at  forty  vean  of 
age,  Co  accept  of  an  cnfigncy  iir  a  rcguueut 
that  wa9  ordered  to  (>:l>r4lLir. 

GENERAL  BRAmXXTK. 

General  Braddock,  to  whom  1  had  been 
known  from  my  int.uicy,  and  who  was  par¬ 
ticularly  fond  of  me,  the  evening  before  his 
departure  for  Amcrtca  fupixrd  with  mC)  ac¬ 
companied  by  his  two  akles-dc-canap,  Major 
Burton  atul  Capi.

married  to  Mr.  Calcraft,  from  his  apparent 
f»)ndn'els  for  me,  from  the  altriation  m  my 
b.'haviour,  and  from  ihr  preference  1  had  given 
to  him  before  Mr.  Met  ham,  he  lud  ma  in 
him  his  folc  exccutur,  leaving  rne  truly  t!it 
plate  which  he  had  received  a>  the  iilual  per- 
quitite  fitrm  Governmenr  on  hU  uonnurtion. 
Ihe  death  of  this  lecond  Ulhcr  (as  fho  e.ihi 
him),  we  are  afterwards  told,  threw  her  lui* 
a  fever.

Theologic'urn«,  who  have  tre.ated  the  fub- 
jc(R  fcnoully  and  logically,  have  defined  magic 
to  be  “  An  an  or  faculty,  which,  by  evil 
**  compa^^  with  dxmons,  performs  certain 
**  things  wonderful  in  appearance  and  above 


“  the  ordinary  compn’hcnfion  of  mankind 
According  to  this  dclinition,  we  are  to  hi'Jc 
fvu' the  origin  of  this  ai  t  to  the  autlw>r  <tf  al| 
evil,  ih  -  J)evil.  iiraihen  wiiieti  have  af- 
enbed  the  invention  of  m.agic  to  Mercury  : 
loincof  the  e.uly  Cliiiltians,  who  liavc  vviot« 
0:1  the  fubjcil),  fpc.ik  of  Zdoiiio  .v.  tf.e  full 
m.igician  ;  but  this  1  find  is  only  atxituci  n.ime 
b>r  the  Devil,  and  is  f.>  ub*d  by  Sr.Cvpiian. 
Some  give  (he  invention  to  Raiiiaha  ,  a  magi- 
ci.in  of  Cyprus  ;  but  w  iin  tins  Barn.  b.tt.  was, 
and  in  wlu:  time  he  livtd,  they  luve  luk 
(hewn  ;  tlvrugh  ihcv  have  taken  much  p.iin« 
to  prove  he  w.isivrt  Sr.  B.»riia!)a‘^,  the  cu.ulju- 
tor  of  the  Apoltle  Paul.  .Some  of  the  S|xiniih 
wi’iters  mainiain  that  magic  w'as  (truck  out 
ill  Ambia,  aivl  that  acciiaio  antieiit  volume 
of  grc..t  .ir.tiquity  w.is  hr  iitighl  from  thence 
by  the  Moors  into  Sp.tiii,  (uU  (>f  fpedUandin- 
cnnratiuns,  and  by  tliem  aiul  the  Jew’S  be¬ 
queathed  to  their  p'Hfeiitv,  who  performed 
niany  w  ondci  ful  tilings  hy  its  aid,  till  it  was 
tinally  diicovcrcd  and  boined  by  lire  Inquifi- 
tioii.

at  a  Itroke,  and  bring  the  dead,  uiijuff  ly  mur- 
ilercd,  Milo  life,  lie  adds,  that  as  a  hunuus 
couitckm  named  S„*lcne  was  liHikiiig  oat  of 
the  window  of  a  certain  caillr,  and  a  great 
croud  had  collected  to  gaze  at  her,  he  caufrd 
licr  to  appear  at  every  window'  of  the  callic 
at  one  aikd  the  fame  time,  and  to  fail  down 
fiom  every  one  of  them. 

Aiullalius  Nicenus’s  account  agrees  in 
many  particulars  with  the  .abtwc,  and  adds, 
lh.it  .'Simon  w’as  fretpiently  preceded  by  fpec- 
tic',  which  he  faid  were  the  fpirits  of  ceit  i'n 
pci  Ians  dcccafed.  1  Iball  nuke  no  fuithcr 
i cm. irk  ujv»u  tlirfc  accounts,  c.^ccepi  in  the 
wav  of  cautii-n  t  s  re.iders  of  a  cjitain  def- 
c.  .ption,  to  keep  in  nv.ud  tlut  tlic  (  liptuial 
lull  iiy  f.iy:'  only,  I'Ikii  n  uJ,J /-*  '<:*}  an.f

I  l.e  cv:- 
d<*nt'es  or  holy  w’rit  arc  uir.plc  and  in  genci  il 
t**rms ;  hut  the  .icc  nuits  of  the  Fiiliciscf 
the  Church  go  ir.u.h  beyond  tlicm,  and  the 
luf  ertl.tion  of  the  dark  .\f«s  was  to  cxir.iv.i- 
g  .iH  and  unboniidfd,  ih.it  ihcie  u  no  end  to 
the  tales  invciilcd  and  bekeved  in  the  Rom.i^ 
legends. 

Though  it  ffiould  feem  from  the  fcripTunl 
account  that  Simon  was  convcitedby  Philip, 
the  arts  he  h.id  inip.ittcd  to  his  Ichol.ir^  did 
ru't  ceafe  m  the  world,  but  w’crc  continued 
by  Merv.nder,  one  of  his  fchnlars,  and  a  Sa- 
mar.lan  alfo,  who  pr;dl  fed  forccric  ,  iiJ  went 
to  Anii(<li,  where  he  delmlcd  many  people, 
licr.acas  relates  that  Mar- us,  another  of  Si¬ 
mon’s  fclioirr;,  W.IS  a  veiy  powerful  magi¬ 
cian,  and  drew  iv,.uiy  followeis;  that  Auax- 
ilaiu.  pretended  to  cure  m.a'^ncfs  by  live  fame 
ait,  tvinu'U  white  wine  into  red,  and  pro- 
phtfied  by  the  bclp  of  a  familiar  ;  and  that 
C’.ir|'rcr*lts  ainl  his  inipils  practifed  magical 
incr..'t.itions  .and  lovecluini®,  ana  had  alifo* 
lute  jMwver  over  men’s  minds  by  the  force  ol 
fupci  ilition.  The  charge  of  forcery  liecame 
;n  after-times  fo  ftrong  a  w'capnn  in  tlie  hands 
of  t!ic  C'hurcli  of  Rome,  tl.at  they  employed 
k  ag.'iinff  .ill  in  their  turns  who  lep.irated 
themiclves  from  llie  cllahhfhcd  communion. 
When  Pi  ifcilb.m  c.irricil  the  herefy  of  the 
Chiolkics  into  S^siin,  he  was  twice  Nougl it  to 
Inal  and  convicted  of  lorcerv,  which  Severus 
Sulpif.u*,  »n  hi>  epiitle  fo  (  tefiphoei,  fays  he 
foofe(b»i  to  have  learnetl  of  Marcus  the  P’gyp- 
tian  abovetneiitioned  :  this  Prifcilli.in  was  a 
g  rat  aslcpt  in  I'^iroilhi.an  magic,  andtnougU 
A  magician  w'as  promoted  to  tlie  e^dfcop.icv. 
'i'he  lame  Sevenus  111  hi<  kite  of  S.iinl  MartiA 
rel.ites  that  there  uas  a  y<*ung  man  in  Spain, 
who  by  f.di?i  mir.actvs  ;m;w»rcd  u|w>n  the  peo¬ 
ple  u.  bsucvt  te  w  as  tiii  piopuet  fcuaii  ;  after- 

wanb 


lie  frIgneJ  hlmfelf  to  be  Clirift,  ami 
ilrew  Rufu«:,  though  a  biihop,  to  give  creJit 
to  his  Mafphemous  impofiiion,  an4  to  pay 
him  woilhip  acconlingly.  Paul  ll»e  deacon 
aiio  relates  ilwt  there  were  three  other  Pi'euilo- 
C'hiiRs  in  France,  »»ne  of  which  was  a  Briton, 
wtiom  Gregory  of  Tours  calls  F.un  (probably 
Kvan)  of  whom  Robert  the  Chronologer  and 
William  of  Newbury  record  many  mira¬ 
cle  :  all  thefe  Paul  tells  us  were  heretics. 

In  the  Pontificate  of  Innocent  VI.  there 
was  one  GonCalvo  a  Spaniard  in  the  diocefe  of 
Concha,  wivo  wrote  a  book,  which  he  in- 
tilled  w'ith  adTmon  vlfioiy  ftand* 

ing  at  his  elbow,  and  dilating  to  him  as  he 
copied  it  from  his  mouth  ;  in  which  bonk 
he  announced  himfelf  to  be  ChriR,  the  im¬ 
mortal  faviour  of  the  world.  This  man  wms 
put  to  death  as  a  heretic  and  blafphemer. 
Sirgins,  the  author  of  the  Arminian  licrefy, 
was  ctiarged  with  keeping  a  dzmon  in  the 
flu[>e  of  a  dog  condantly  attending  upon  him  ; 
and  Berengarius  chief  of  the  S.icramentarian 
hcrefy,  w’as  in  like  manner  accufed  of  being 
a  magician.  Many  more  inlt.inces  might  he 
adduced;  but  Tertullian  takes  a  Ihortercourfe, 
and  fairly  proiKHinces  that  all  heretics  w'eie 
magiciair,  or  had  commerce  with  magici¬ 
ans. 

The  Infidels  efcapeJ  no  better  from  this 
ckirgeth.in  the  Heretics;  for  the  Mo('rs  who 
brought  many  aits  and  inventions  into  Spain, 
of  which  ttic  natives  w’ere  in  otter  ignorance, 
snivciT.iPy  fell  under  the  fame  accufation ;  and 
Maitin  Delrius  the  jefuit,  who  taught  theo- 
in  Salamanca  at  the  clofe  of  the  fixteenth 
century,  fays  Isc  was  (hewn  tl;e  f>lace  wliei  c 
a  great  cave  had  been  Hopped  up  In  that  city 
bv  order  of  Queen  Ifabella,  which  the  Moors 
hivl  ut’d  for  the  purpofes  of  necromancy  ; 
that  the  HuHites  in  Bohemia,  and  the  fol¬ 
lowers  of  the  anli-herctic  Luther,  in  fier- 
m any,  cotifounded  n^en’s  fenfes  by  the  pow’cr 
of  magic,  and  the  atfillance  of  the  Devil,  to 
whom  they  h;ul  devoted  thcmfelves ;  that  fome 
of  tiiem  voluntarily  recaiited  .an*l  confelfed 
tSicir  evil  praiftices  ;  and  others  being  feized, 
and  examined  at  tlie  trihnnal  of  Treves,  made 
like  ptiblic  confeflion ;  at  which  time,  he  adds, 
“  Hut  terrible  and  Tartarean  prop  of  I.utlicr- 
auiiin,  Albert  of  Brandenhurgh,  himfelf  a  in)- 
t*.r.ous  m.’.glcian,  w’.ns  m  tlie  .a<H  of  bylng 
w  alteihat  vciy  country  w  ith  fire  and  fword” 
—  / ett  um  illud  €t  Tut  tareitm  LMtbcran‘tJ'mi 
r>  an,  if-Je  ^us^i4C  r.omint  fum-yjuit 

BranJ:burgicuif  ftt iHum 

ftrrQ^ue  f>t\tdubundui  vullubut.^Me  adils, 
Ih.ii  wherever  the  hcrefy  of  Calvin  wcut, 
whether  to  Pngbnd,  France  or  HolUuid,  the 
black  and  di.ibolic  arts  of  necromancy  kept 
pare  with  it  ;  that  llic  dxmons  take  tb-ir 
abode  ia  heretics  as  naturally  as  th->-  did  ia 


He.athen  idols,  or  in  t!ie  herd  of  fw*ine,  when 
commanded  ;  nay  Hieronymus  declares  tlut 
they  got  into  woi  le  quarters  by  the  cjccUangc. 
CaiVian  fCoiht.  7.  cap.  31.)  an  antient  wrker 
of  great  gravity,  atfirms  that  lie  h.id  himfelf 
inteiTkigattd  a  dzmou,  who  confeiredto  him 
th.it  he  h.ul  inl'pired  Ariu>  and  Eunomlus  w'ith 
the  tiiH  ide.i]  of  their  facrilegKHis  teoeu  e 
th.u  it  is  demonltrable  by  re.ilon,  that  all 
hercticv  mult  in  the  end  be  either  Athe'ifts  or 
St)rccrers  ;  becaufc  hcrefy  can  only  proceei 
from  the  palTioti  of  pride  and  felf-fulficicncyt 
which  lead  to  Achcifin  ;  or  from  ciiriofity  Mid 
love  of  novelty,  which  incline  tiie  mind  to 
the  (ludy  of  m.tgical  arts  :  tiut  furccry  fol¬ 
lows  herefy,  as  the  plague  follows  fa¬ 
mine  ;  for  herefy  isnnihing  elfe  biit  a  famincy 
as  delcribed  by  the  prophoC  Amos,  chap.  via. 
verfe  11.  “  Not  a  fainioe  of  bread,  ncra 
thii  (t  of  water,  hut  of  iKaiing  the  words  of 
the  Lord.'* — Moreover,  herefy  is  a  h.irlot,  as 
I'Viah  cxprcffclh  himfelf ; — “  How  is  the 
faithful  city  become  a  harlot  And  as  har¬ 
lots,  w’hca  pa(i  their  beauty,  take  up  the 
trade  of  procurell'es,lo  il.cmuns  (.i>  tlicfc  good 
Catholics  inform  us)  turn  old  and  tibdurace 
heretics  into  lorcerei'i.  Fatlier  M.Udunalas 
fees  the  heretics  again  in  the  ninth  cb.ipter  of 
the  Apocalypfe  come  out  of  the  frooke  in 
form  of  locults  n|)on  the  earth  ;  and  as  Jod 
tlie  prophet  w'l  »tes  in  the  .jlh  verfe  of  his  Lrtt 
chapter,  **  Ih-it  which  tlie  palmer-wurqi 
hath  lefi,  hath  the  loculi  eaten ;  and  tlac 
which  the  lucufl  hath  left,  hath  the  canker- 
worm  eaten  ;  and  tltiC  which  the  canker- 
worm  Iwth  left,  Iiath  the  caterpillar  eaten;** 
fo  in  thefe  griidations  of  veiinin  may  be  feen 
the  flages  of  herefy  :  for  what  the  hetetics 
hath  left,  the  forcerers  by  the  Dev.l’s  aid  hade 
dcllroycd  :  and  wlut  the  forceicrs  luve  left, 
the  Atlieilts  luive  dcllroycd. 

Having  Hated  the  charge,  which  ray  he¬ 
retical  readers  will  perceive  is  ;Metty  general 
againlt  them,  1  fh.ill  pioceed  to  fome  fa£U  in 
priM)f.  One  of  the  molt  HuhlKun  amongft 
thefe,  is  the  cafe  of  an  heretical  woman  in 
the  town  of  l\M.lei  horn,  who  brought  forth  a 
male  infant  in  a  |cu Ion’s  gtnvu  atxil  beaver, 
—^paUiatum  et  pUcutuntf  neJo  fCcUJiaJiicot  um 
—who  from  his  natural  antipathy  to  I'apiH;, 
always  reviled  them  wherever  he  m«t  them. 
This  Father  Delrius  affures  us  was  a  fad  of 
general  notoriety,  and  a  jult  jutlgraent  from 
God  on  the  herefy  of  the  mother.  Nidcrius 
in  tlir  c!j.nptcr  upon  Witches  in  h^rmltatia 
fays,  th  it  an  herctivul  young  Witch  at  Cologti, 
by  the  help  of  a  da-mon,  Cf^ik  a  handker¬ 
chief,  and  in  prefcncc  of  a  great  company  of 
noble  fpedlators  tore  it  into  pieces,  and  im¬ 
mediately  afterwards  produced  it  whole  and 
entire.  This  wicked  jaJc  then  ttxsk  up  a 
glafs,  threw  itagulult  tliC  w41,  broke  it  into

ftood  at  a  difhtnce  from  him,  and  that  every 
Kxly  faw  thefe  rings  fly  through  the  aii  to 
the  conjurer  ;  whereirpt'nihc  whole  company, 
rifinj  up  ayainft  him  for  the  |.erfonnancr  of 
fuch  diabolical  feat«!  f  rv.r  n»e  n  r.-,  me  n<V^ 
humane,  rre  natvr:x  f^  't  frll  upon  him, 
and  by  force  brought  him  f<i  ronfefs  lluit  he 
coiifpired  with  the  D-vil,  which  at  tirft  this 
hartf^ird  Tinner  was  very  unwilling  to  do. 
Rslinus  wl^h  fieat  c  rndour  ohferves,  that  this 
was  indeetl  a  hint  In  the  f.ime  of  C.'tiailes  the 
“Kinth,  who  in  all  I'ther  refpci'ls  was  a  pr.ufc- 
wnrthy  monarch  fafr't  laudato  l^rj'r!. 
When  mv  rea<ler  tccollc^ls  tlic  mcrilorrous 
part  that  Chailes  tVie  Ninth  adied  in  the  maf- 
faci  e  of  Kins,  he  will  owiiu  ith  me  that  the 
candour  of  RcKlimn  is  cxti .  01  din.aia/  in  pr.v 
duemg  a  ftorv  (o  much  to  the  dilticdii  of  a 
p;  airc-woitl'.y  iViuer.

fered  the  Jew  Do^hir  to  cfcapc. — As  it  Is  al¬ 
ways  right  when  a  man  deals  in  the  marscl- 
lous  to  quote  his  authority,  1  beg  leave  to  in- 
ft»mi  tlic  incredulous  reader,  (if  any  there  be) 
tliat  1  take  tlicfc  fa^ts  upon  the  credit  of  the 
Icarnetl  Jainncs  Tritfiemius,  a  very  feiious 
and  rcfpcClablc  author. — One  nio.-e  cafe  in 
point  (K'curs  to  me,  wliich  I  (b.dl  Hate,  and 
tlien  rclcafe  my  readers  from  the  conjurer’s 
circle  ;  and  this  is  the  calc  of  one  Diodorus, 
.vulgarly  called  Liodorus,  a  Sicilian  OMijurcr, 
who  by  fpells  and  iiichantmcnts  turned  men 
into  brute  animals,  and  mctamorphoftdalmoft 
every  tiling  he  Liid  hir.  luindi  on.  This  fellow, 
when  the  inhahlt.'uU;>  of  Catana  would  have 
perluaded  him  to  let  tlK*m  hang  him  quietly 
and  contentedly,  as  a  conjurer  and  heretic 
ought,  took  couafel  of  the  Devil,  andcow.aidly 
ikw  away  to  Byzaiitiuin,  by  the  Ihortefl  p;U- 
fage,  through  il*e  an  ,  to  the  great  dilapixniit- 
ment  of  the  fpcClators.  Being  purfued  by  the 
olheers  of  julticc,  not  iudecd  through  tlic  .air, 
but  .AS  iuiticc  uaivuitomcd  to  travel  f^tde 
(lauthf  he  t(K)k  a  fecund  flight,  and  aliglitiug 
in  the  city  of  Cat.iiu  was  piovidcntially  caught 
by  Ix'o  the  good  bilhop  of  that  city,  \\lu» 
throwing  liiin  into  a  fiery  furnace,  loaltcd 
this  (Ir.ingc  b.rd,  to  the  great  edification  of  .all 
bcholdrij,  (Jid  tar  Jem  a  l.eone  Catantnji  J’f'ij- 
ecf>r‘,  divina  vhtuic  c.v  imprevljo  coptuf,  fte-" 
in  tfudiu  ufbe  peputo,  in  futmutm  igntam 

tgnii  inee>idi:i  ienlumpiui  ejlj. —  This 
anecdote  is  to  be  fuund  in  Thom.is  Eazdlus, 
(lib.  c.  1.  and  .again  hi.  ‘^.Jeea  i.  Hcrum 
hiculurum)  who  doles  hiS  .iccount  with  the 
h>llowlng  pious  remai k,  n ..tui aliy  ariling  from 
Ills  fubjciil,  and  winch  1  Ihnll  letdown  in  liis 
own  woiils — Sit  divina  jufhtla  p*\rvaluit,  ft 
•fui  Je  juduthus  fortf  minui  ju/ia  xtln  v.-ntis  f'/- 
pur  citf  e  jar.^ii  •I'lii  manibui  tlaii  non  potuit. 
“  I  hus,”  lays  he,  “  divine  jullicc  pi  cvailetl  1 
“  ami  he,  who  liad  fn.atchcd  liiiniclf  out  of 
“  tlie  hands  of  judges,  who  ptibaps  were 
“  cdiLitcd  by  a  zeal  not  fo  jull  as  it  ib'  nld

cieed  of  this  Iciuling  fpirit  is  thccieed  of  llic 
junto  ;  t’nere  is  no  fear  of  c<»ntro;ei  fy  ;  in- 
vclttgaiion  does  not  reach  them,  aiul  that  11- 
htrahty  of  mind,  wh.ich  a  colhfion  (»f  ideas 
«jnly  can  pr»Hluce,  iloes  not  iKdong  to  I  heir. ; 
you  mult  f.iil  in  with  their  feniimcnfs,  or 
keep  out  of  ilieir  fociety  ;  and  lienee  aiifcs 
that  over-ruling  ielf-opiiiion  (o  peculiar  lo  the 
J'lench,  that  alinir.ed  hipciionty  fo  confj):- 
iiioU’'  in  ihcir  m  inncrs,  winch  deltroys  the 
\ei  y  ellciu  e  of  ih.it  poliltiicfswhicli  they  hoalt 
to  excel  in. 

I’ohtcncb  ia  nothing  more  than  an  elegant 
and  Concealed  fpecies  of  flattery,  tending  to 
]''it  the  pel  Ion  to  whom  it  is  addrelfed  in  good 
humour  and  refpedt  with  himfelf :  hut  if 
there  is  a  par.idc  and  difplay  afkClcd  in  the 
txeition  of  it,  if  a  man  icems  to  fay — l.<H)k 
how  condefeending  and  cr.'>cious  I  am  I — 
whilll  he  has  (inly  the  comm»m  oltices  i»f  ci¬ 
vility  to  j'erftn  m,  fucli  |>olitei'.cfs  feems  founil- 
ed  in  niilt.ake,  and  calcul.itcd  to  recommeiul 
the  wrong  peiTon  ;  and  this  miftake  1  have 
ohferved  fietjucutly  to  oc>  ur  in  Trench  man¬ 
ners. 

The  n.itioiiMl  character  of  ilic  Spaniards  is 
very  diftereot  from  tlut  of  the  French,  and 
the  habits  of  life  in  Madrid  ascppofitcas  may 
he  from  thofc  w'hich  w  e  ohtaip  at  Taris.

The 
common  people  have  not  yet  ctintraCied  that 
obli  i|uuni1nci.s  and  InhmiiUon  which  the  l  i- 
goni  ot  ilicii  government,  if  no  ivvolnlioii 
{K-cai's  to  redrets  it,  mull  in  time  reduce  them 
to.  Tlie  condition  which  this  gall.int  nalitui 
Is  now  found  III,  hrlwecn  the  dt'.polilm  of 
the  llirone*  and  the  terrors  of  the  Impiilition, 
cannoi  he  .aggravated  by  <Vlcription ;  body 
.and  mind  air  held  in  fuch  comple.il  llavci  y 
f>r  thefe  two  gloomy  jhiwus,  that  men  arc 
not  Wiiiing  to  expole  their  jkm  Ions  for  the  fake 
of  theii  opinions,  and  bKicty  is  of  courfe  ex- 
cecdinglv  circumfcribed  :  Totntlc  .\w.iy  lime 
feems  ;dl  they  .-fpirc  to  ;  convci  ialion  turns 
uixiii  few  topic‘,  and  they  arc  Inch  .is  will 
not  cv.riy  a  difj  utc  ;  neither  glowing  with 
the  zeal  of  pail),  nor  the  Cvirdial  interchange 
of  miitvj.il  contidence ;  d:iv  after  d.iy  tolls 
in  Toe  f.mie  languid  round  through  life  ; 
then  lemlnai  ics  of  tdu.  ailoii,  efpecl.dly  finco 
tlie  fspullioii  of  tile  jeluiti,  .uc  gnevoully 
in  dc  *l.ne  ;  L<*aj  ning  is  exiincf ;  then  f.ii* li¬ 
lies  .lie  whelmed  in  lupeillifion  ;  and  Ig- 
no:.iu>  e  covers  them  withatUiud  ot  d.u  k- 
neK,  thiough  whith  the  luiglilcll  parts 
can  ;ot  liud  thvii  w.ay. 

It  ihiscountiv  faw  itioren  inlnrfls  in  their 
true  liglif.  It  would  conciliate  the  atlc\‘hon‘.  of 
theSpaiiilh  ii.ilion,  w  ho  are  n.iturally  difpofrd 
towaids  I  ugl.ind.  I  he  ludlile  |K)licy  of  maln- 
tainiug  a  haughty  foitiefs  on  the  extremity  of 
then  emit,  which  is  no  longer  v.duahla  ih.tu 
wiiilli  tliey  continue  to.ittai.k  it,  has  dii veil 
them  into  a  comp.uT  with  Trance,  inlioiis  to 
nil  tiue  Sp.iniards,  and  which  Ihisumntiy  h.is 
the  obv  ious  means  of  dillolving.

CUtil  i'ii;  he  is  hiave,  patient,  uinrpiiiing  5 
no  loKlier  lives  harder,  llceps  lets,  01  marches 
long!  1  :  neat  him  hkea  gentleman,  and  you 
may  work  him  l.ke  a  nude  ;  his  wind  is  a 
pallport  in  aliaijs  of  honour,  and  a  bond  in 
matters  of  property.  '1  hat  dignity  of  n.»turc, 
wliitli  in  the  higheft  ordcis  of  the  flute  is 
miler.ihly  dehafed,  ftlll  kecjw  its  vigour  in 
the  bulk  of  the  people,  and  will  allurcdd/ 
break  out  into  fonie  luuden  and  general  con- 
vulfion  for  their  deliverance.  If  there  were 
viitvie  and  good-fenfe  in  the  adm  ini  Ural  ion  of 
this  country,  we  fUoulJ  fetzelhc  op|HnUui.ty 
yet  open  to  us.

fcrve  order  and  dcanum  in  (•►cicty,  nnd 
pnbr  enough  tofertire  freedom  ;  a  climate  fo 
happily  tcmpncd,  rh.*t  the  hun.Mti  genius  is 
neither  exlviiUlrd  hy  heat,  nor  cramped  and 
nude  torpid  hv  cidtl ;  a  land  abounding  in  all 
manner  of  prodniflion*}  that  i.m  encourage 
iinhiltiy,  invite  c^weicitc,  an«l  promote  health  ; 
a  !»'t  ot  earth  To  lingnlarly  lot  .itrd,  as  marks 
it  ou^  hy  Providence  to  be  the  emporium  of 
plenty  and  the  afylum  of  peace  ;  a  religion, 
whofe  cflahliflimenl  leaves  all  men  free,  nei¬ 
ther  cndangciing  their  petlims,  nor  cnflaving 
tbtlr  mifids  ;  a  fyftcm  of  enlightened  educa¬ 
tion  fo  general,  and  a  v’ein  of  g»*nms  fo  cha- 
rad^erildical,  that  under  the  banners  of  a  free 
pirfs  i!*ry  nmll  feenre  to  the  narion  a  Handing 
h«iclv  of  learned  nic-n,  to  fprr.id  its  langviage  to 
the  ends  of  the  woild,  and  its  fame  to  all  |>or.

Ice  tlicmlVlvcs  nepl**cted 
and  forgotten  by  thofe  eery’  |>coplc  who  have 
been  welcomed  to  their  houfts  and  reg-lt«l 
with  their  hofpitality  ?  and  men  of  talents  and 
chai  a/tci  ,  formed  to  grace  and  delight  our 
convivial  hours,  arc  left  tt)  p..ce  i!ic  Taikaiul 
ftreets  of  London  by  ihemielvcs,  as  if  they 
were  the  rxdcs  from  Society  ? 

The  faiTt  i«,  trade  oc»  upies  one  end  of  the 
tow  n,  ;ir.J  politics  rngrols  the  I'ther  :  As  for 
foreigner^  of  tliHiudiion,  wlio  ought  in  go<  d 
policy  to  he  confulcied  as  the  gueOs  of  the 
(late,  after  tlR*y  I la.c  gone  ihiough  the  dull 
enemomal  of  a  4lr..wing-ifK>m,  the  Court 
takes  no  fun h»  r  concern  ahjut  tlicm.  'I  lie 
C’i*ow  n  has  noi  tficer  enchai’gcd  with,  their  ic- 
ccptioii,  piosideN  n>  table  within  or  without 
tlie  p.itace  for  their  entertainment  ;  pailia- 
mentar/  or  ofticul  avocations  are  a  Handing 
plea  for  every  flute  mindlfr  In  his  tuin  to  lu- 
gledl  them.  The  winir'r  climate  and  can't  of 
Lngland  is  Co  detciilngtn  natives  of  nunc 
temperate  latitu^les,  that  they  commonU  pay 
fhtir  v.hts  to  the  capital  in  tl»e  fummer,  w  hen 
t  is  defrn'd ;  lo  that  after  billeting  them- 
felvfs  in  fome  emplv  Hotel,  amidfl  the  fumes 
of  paint  and  noifr  of  lep.i’rs,  they  w  ear  out  a 
few  tedious  dayv,  and  then  t.ikc  flight,  ai  if 
thrv  had  efcapcsl  fmm  a  prifon.  \N'l*cn  par- 
ILiment  is  fitting  and  itie  town  is  full,  a  man 
who  does  not  intrrril  humelf  in  the  politics 
ind  pony  of  the  tLy  u  lU  hud  the  capiui  au 


unfocial  place  ;  that  degree  of  freeilvim  w  hich 
in  other  refpc.Hs  U  the  life  of  fotiety,  now 
becomes  its  mortal  foe  ;  the  /.eal,  and  even 
fuiy,  with  which  people  ahett  thnr  p.iitv, 
and  the  l.atifudc  th»*y  give  themfeUes  in  opi- 
nion  and  difcouife,  exiingudh  evt  iy  vone 
that  w  ould  fpeak  jhmcc  and  pleasure  to  the 
b<»..rd,  and  turn  go<id  fellow fhip  into  h>uJ 
contention  and  a  flrifc  of  t.  agues. 

I  he  right  alTumc»l  hy  our  ncws-papen  of 
publilhmg  wlut  they  .uc  ple.il'ed  to  call  I’.ir- 
liamentary  Debate; ,  I  mull  reg.ird  a.';  one  of 
the  grc^tcH  eviU  of  the  time,  replete  with  fo¬ 
reign  and  domcftic  mifcliicf :  Our  orators 
fj>cak  p.'mpiilcts,  and  the  Sen.nte  is  turned 
into  a  I  heatie.  fhe  l.itc  hours  of  p.ulia- 
m^nf,  which  to  a  de  gree  .ire  become  f.ifliiou- 
abh’,  .irc  in  effect  dcltru^^hve  toSocirt\.  1 
c.iunot  difpenlc  witli  obicrving  coll.iter.ally 
on  this  o>cdion,that  riofellicm.il  Men  in  Kng- 
l.Mul  confoi  t  moic  exchifivrlv  .imonglt  llicni- 
felvc',  .and  coinniunii  .ite  lel>  generally  ih.in 
in  f)ther  cmmtric'-,  winch  gives  tlieii  comer- 
f.itiou,  liowever  iiiloiin  ng,  an  .iir  of  p*  «l.m- 
ti  y,  contr.idlcd  by  long  hahitc,  great  .iidoui 
for  their  profellion,  ind  deep  heu  nii.g  in  it. 

As  for  Hander,  wliuh  anior.gH  otlici  evils 
owes  much  of  its  prop..g.iti«)n  tollie  f.iuie  ve¬ 
hicle  of  the  daily  pi  «fs,  it  is  the  |H»ifon  of  So¬ 
ciety,  deprelTcs  viituous  amhiiion,  damps 
the  early  lluHits  of  genius  piUs  Uie  innocent 
to  p.iin,  and  di  ive^  tlie  guilty  t*»  defpeiation  ; 
it  iiifufes  fufpicion  into  the  beft  n.tures,  and 
loofens  the  cement  of  the  itrongefl  friend* 
iLips;  very  many  .illci'l  to  definfe  it,  few  .nr 
fo  high-mindeil  as  not  lo  feci  it  :  llnugh  nun- 
mon  n.uulerers  fcUloni  have  it  in  th.eii  power 
to  hurt  cilablilhcd  reputations,  yet  lliey  c.41 
always  contrive  fo  fpoil  oinip.iny,  and  j  ut 
honclt  men  to  the  ijouMc  of  turning  them 
out  of  it. 

It  is  a  common  f-wing,  That  authors  are  m^M  C 
fpiteful  lo  e.ich  othei,  aiul  more  Irntahle  un¬ 
der  an  attack,  tlian  other  men,  1  do  not  be¬ 
lieve  the  obfei  vation  is  well  founded  ;  every 
feufihle  man  know's,  that  lus  fame,  cfpec.ally 
of  llic  literary  kind,  before  it  van  pafs  current 
ill  the  world,  pays  a  duty  t^n  entrance,  like 
fome  ku  t  of  inercli.iiulize,  aj  vulotem  ;  he 
kimws  that  tlicrc  arc  always  fome  w  ho  live 
uiHUi  the  plunder  of  condemned  reputations, 
watching  the  tides  of  popvdai  favour  in  hi'fies 
of  making  fcizurcs  to  their  own  account.— 
//  thml  venetum  t»c  i  /.7m,  pro  dil:cili»  — 
T  he  little  iiijuiy  I'uvh  men  do  lo  Letters  chiefly 
confiHs  in  the  Itupidlty  of  their  ow  n  produc¬ 
tions  :  they  may  to  a  certain  degree  vhcik  a 
man’s  living  fame,  but  if  he  writes  to  poHe- 
rity,  he  is  out  of  their  reach,  bccaufc  he  .'■p- 
pcals  to  a  court  where  they  catr  never  ap¬ 
pear  againH  him. 

‘  Wticu  we  giy*  ourpraife  Co  any  mao’s 
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ch.tn'^er  or  performances,  let  iif  give  it  ab- 
(oiuiely,  anil  without  cumparifon,  for  it  is 
juitly  rcin.ii  ki’il  by  foreigners,  tliai  we  fcliiom 
CJMuniraii  |v)fi(iv'cly.  This  remark  bcais 
b«>th  ag.i  ntt  our  g(K>il  nature  and  our  giKnl 
fenfe  ;  bu:  let  no  man  by  this  or  any  otlrcr 
declanutiiin  agauill  llandcr  be  awed  into  that 
timiu  iHudeucc,  which, altc'bng  the  name  of 
caiultuir,  dares  not  to  condemn,  and  of  courlc 
is  not  iniuled  to  applaud.  Trvtth  and  jultice 
h.ivc  llieir  claims  upon  us,  and  our  tcrtiniony 
agalnlk  vice,  folly  and  hyiHrcill'y  ib  due  to  So¬ 


ciety  :  nunly  relent ment  againft  mifehievous 
chaiMClers,  cleanly  ridicule  of  v.uiity  and  im¬ 
pel  tinencr,  and  fair  crilicifm  of  wlut  is  under 
public  review,  aie  tiu;  prerogatives  of  a  fret 
fpli  it ;  they  |>eculiarly  belong  to  Knglilhmen, 
and  he  betrays  a  right  conltltutioually  int.erenC 
in  him,  wIm>  from  mean  and  perloual  motives 
forbears  to  exei  cife  it. 

Wlicn  I  have  fald  tl.is,  I  think  it  right  to 
add,  that  I  cannot  Hate  a  cafe,  in  which  a 
man  c.ui  be  juHihed  iu  treating  another 's  r.iunt 
with  freedom,  and  concealing  his  own. 
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TRAGIC  STORY  of  ABDGLLAH  and  Z.ARIMA  a^  the  bi.-ge  of  BCXdHAR.V 

From  the  Arabian  Writers. 


IF  any  of  my  learned  readers,  ncillcd  in  the 
oriental  languages,  fhnll  chulc  to  tni  n  over 
the  thirty  and  tiuee  volumes  of  Abulf.igi,  the 
Ai.sbi.in  hlltorian,  they  may  find  the  follow- 
ri^g  ib'i  y  :  Near  one  humlj  ed  Ic.-rvcs  of  tlic 
1‘apvrns  have  been  exjH,'nded  in  the  relation, 
but  I  have  been  at  the  pains  of  comprclling  it 
into  one  paper. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  i  Tth  cenfury'  Ah- 
der.un.t,  tlic  l.iH  defeendant  of  the  Samaniau 
family,  who  reigned  over  the  territory  of 
Bncbaria,  wasbrfieged  in  liis  capit.il  of  Bo- 
ch.ira  by  Manitvid  the  (ircat,  who  afterwards 
reduced  all  India  to  his  command.  'I'his 
mighty  conqueror,  who  may  be  Hilrd  the 
Alexander  of  tlia  Arabian  liiHorians,  made 
twelve  irruptions  into  India,  and  in  each  ex¬ 
pedition  Iwepi  awav  as  much  wealth,  and 
m  ulc  as  great  a  devaluation  of  tlie  human  fpe- 
cies,  as  N’.ulii  Shah  in  U\i.  Mamood  was  tlic 
foil  of  tlie  ururper  Snbn^higi,  who  expelled 
tlie  f.ilherof  Ahtlerama  from  S.imai  c.ind,  and 
reduced  liis  empire  l<*the  iHiirefliorr  of  Hoeha- 
r.i  onlv  aiul  its  depemlenries. 

Such  was  the  formi«l.ible  general  who  fat 
d  >w'M  with  his  forces  before  Bochara,  and 
li.ch  the  heredit.iry  enmity  of  thefe  inveterate 
opponent  ;  AK'lei.ama  tnerefoie  had  no  re- 
loaice  but  to  defeml  his  citadel  to  the  lall  ex¬ 
tremity.  Itilabled  by  his  age  from  .i^ivc  fer- 
v.i  C,  he  put  thegarnfon  uniicr  comm.and  of  a 
v.dlant  Captain  named  Ahdvdiah.  1  his  young 
pi'inee  w  ts  of  the  honfeof  Katiba,  the  genc- 
i.a!  of  the  Caliph  Oi’man,  who  conijuered 
Gre.u  Buchana  for  that  vi6Iorious  Mahom- 
medan.  Abilullah  was  the  moft  accomplilhed 
perfonage  of  his  time,  of  admirable  qualities 
and  matchlcfs  intrepidity:  In  vain  he  chal¬ 
lenged  Mam<M)d  to  decide  the  fate  of  Bocliara 
by  Imgle  comh.u  ;  he  was  alfo  beloved  by 
Zarima,  dnnglitci  of  AlKicrama,  and  foie 
hcircfsof  bis  crown.  The  beauty  of  this  prin- 
erfs  W.1S  celcbr:.ted  tliiough  all  the  E.dt ; 
more  rhapfodies  have  been  compofcil  and 
hauiitcd  ar  the  piaifei  of  Zarima  than  even

In  a  furious  f.illy  made  u|>on  the  armv  of 
the  hcfiegcis,  Al)dullah  at  the  hcail  of  the 
Bocharians  had  fmglcd  out  the  (lerfun  of  Ma- 
miMxl,  and  pnrticd  liis  horfc  up  to  the  breatt 
of  that  on  whivh  MamiM^d  was  fighting  :  rhe 
fhiR  k  was  fill  ions  on  both  frdcs  ;  AIrIuILU 
received  the  point  of  his  op|H)nent's  lance  nt 
his  fide,  and  Mam  hkI  waj  fh  uck  from  hi» 
faddle  to  the  grinrul  by  the  battle-axe  of  Ab¬ 
dullah  :  tire  combatants  rulhed  i.i  to  cover 
their  fallen  gener  al,  aiul  vidV’ry  w.is  fnatclrci 
out  of  thcgi  ifpof  the  brave  BiiclUii  iaii,  who 
tell  l  .uk  woundrtl  iimongft  bis  coi n pan  11*0'*^ 
nrd  rf  ire.itcd  undillutbcd  into  tlic  town  after 
a  fuiious  flauglitrr  ol  the  foe 

Whether  ?,I..im>*.d  was  difcour.igcd  by  the 
obfiinacy  of  the  Bt.charians,  or,  as  fume 
hiltonans  infinuite,  was  daunted  by  tins  at¬ 
tack,  which  he  hail  To  narrowdy  cfcapcd 
from,  fo  it  was  tlr.'t  he  let  the  command  of 
the  liege  do'/olvc  upon  his  General  Knmhi, 
and  at  the  head  of  a  fconi  ing  party  made  in- 
curfions  into  the  country  to  lay  ii  w..ltc  with 
fire  andfwuid,  and  bicak  up  the  fupplics  of 
Boch.im. 

Kamhi  had  feen  the  heautiful  Z.irima  ;  he 
had  been  in  AbJerama’s  court  before  Ma¬ 
mood  s  invafion,  and  to  fee  the  Princefs  wai 
to  be  enamoured.  No  faciifice  could  be  too 
great  fur  Kambi  to  obtain  a  prize  fo  murh 
above  all  comput.rtlon  in  the  heated  fancy  of 
a  lover  ;  He  focretly  imparted  to  Abdcrama

the  agreement. 

Not  to  dwell  any  longer  on  Abderama’s 
arguments,  (in  which  was  1  to  follow  niy 
Arabian  Author  1  Ihoiild  fwcll  this  recital  to 
ail  uiirt.ifonahlc  length)  it  will  fuffice  to  fay 
that  the  father  prevailed.  In  the  original  it 
appears,  as  if  fome  fliare  in  the  fuccefs  was 
owing  lo  fem.ile  piijue  ;  hut  as  the  .Arabian 
authois  aic  veiy  labile  and  rehned  in  fiiuMr.g 
motives  aiul  in  Ici  utiiiiziiig  the  human  pal- 
lion'-,  I  Ihoold  hope  tiiis  fuggellion  may  be 
imputed  to  the  hiiloriaii,  rather  than  to  the 
luroine.

With  l!ie  hi  ll  daw  n  of  rl'.e  moi  n- 
ing  Kamhi  repaired,  to  Mieaimy,  audheg.’.n  to 
let  on  fiK)t  ll'.c  pixijcCl  he  had  conceited  w  ith 
.\hdcrama.  W’Ih.ii  he  had  given  out  his  oi  ders 
for  dividing  ami  diipofiug  tlic  trmips  in  Inch  a 
ni.inncr  as  was  hell  .aibi'lcd  to  his  dcfign,  he 
ga»c  the  lign.'u  agreed  upon  with  the  king  for 
the  tally  :  Ihc  whole  garrifon  was  put  lu 
motion  uii  this  (KCalion,  and  Abderama  de- 
ti-i  uiiiied  once  iv.iMc  lo  Oicw’  himfelf  lo  his 
.limy,  andcomm.aiul  m|K*ilon.  EvciX’  thing 
li.’.d  been  lo  p;cpaied  on  the  p.Art  of  Kamh.i, 
that  tl.c  impieirion  which  the  Bodiari.uis 
made  ujhjii  llic  hcfiegci  ,  was  immediate, 
and  tlic  llaugbter  became  uiiivciial :  Nuiln;.;.; 
Could  have*  laved  :!icm  from  compleal  cle- 
llruction,  but  the  unexpet^cd  appearance  of 
M.nmiKicl  and  ids  army  lu  thk  fcaloii.ihle  mo¬ 
ment  for  their  relief.  As  Manimnl’s  Irmips 
wore  entirely  com|>ofed  of  cavaln*,  lie  Hew 
into  achon  with  amazing  r.ipidilv;  the  faiut- 
i  ig  Ipints  of  the  loUlicr .  revived  at  the  fight 
of  llieir  victorious  chief ;  his  well-known 
Vviicc  tallied  tlicir  broken  i.ink^,  ami  ihry 
turned  ujutn  their  purlucrs  with  redoubled 
luiy  :  l.ven  the  gu.ird,  that  had  been 
plaiUcrd  u|Hiu  AKlullah,  now*  ran  to  ihcir 
aim  .uid  joined  I’le  action.

into  the av^ion  where  it  was  hoitelt. 

The  conduit  became  terrible,  eveiy  inch  of 
ground  w.is  obltinatcly  tlifpuled,  anJ  the 
combatants  on  either  fide  fell  by  whole  ranks, 
as  if  rcfolvcd  upon  maint  aning  the  contelt  to 
the  lait  in  an.  Night  at  leugrli  put  an  end 
to  the  undecided  tight,  and  Abdullah  led  off 
Ins  fnrviving  followers  into  the  city  vvithmit 
an  attempt  on  the  part  of  MamoiKl  to  pnrfue 
him.

mciilV  time  in  betaking  liimfelf  to  his  beloved 
/.trim  i  ;  lii''  I'ti  ength  jiilt  let  ve»l  h.in  to  pre- 
licnt  himfelf  before  her,  and  to  fill  cxhaiitted 
with  his  vviuinds  at  her  tcct.

1  his  pavilhon,  richly  fiiinnhed  and  orna¬ 
mented,  bndl  over  n  larvae  hat«»n  of  water, 
iKCupicd  the  midiHe  of  the  g  irdrn,  whcic 
cfpahcrs  of  rotes,  lihnc;  on  all  tides,  conceal¬ 
ed  from  the  eye  t!ie  lofty  walls  ilut  formed 
th;s  pnfon.  Small  fo('t'j>nihs,  very  narrow, 
aiui  paveil  with  mofaic,  were,  according  to 
cutlom,  the  only  walks  in  the  garden  ;  but 
a  great  number  of  |V)p^,  and  balkers  of  rtow- 
rn,  prefented  to  the  eye  a  little  chiller, 
beantifully  coloured,  and  invited  the  fenles  to 
paitake  of  Uieir  tweets  in  the  corner  of  a  good 
iopha,  the  only  object  of  this  loit  of  walks.

T  he  g.HJen  of  llwi  haicm,  larger,  no 
iloubt,  than  that  of  Sultana  Afina,  but  laid  out 
ccit,iinly  in  the  fame  t.ilte,  Icrvcsas  the  thea¬ 
tre  of  thclc  iukHiii  iuI  fealls.  V.ifesof  evciy 
kind,  tilled  with  natural  oraititicial  Houer.^, 
arc  gathered  there  to  angmenl  the  cUuUt, 
which  is  lighted  by  an  infuiite  number  of  Ian- 
thorns,  coloured  lamps,  .md  wax-Ughr^ 
placul  in  glafs  tubes,  and  rctU*6Ietl  by  look- 
ing-glaircf,  difpofed  for  that  puipofc.

Mr.  Eden  oblcrvcd,  th.it  lo  intric.nte  was 
tlK^hufiiieU.  that  rvei  lince  I'ueldav  lortnight, 
the  tl.iy  the  right  honoiir.ible  Gentleman  hilt 
bi  ought  forw.iid  his  pro;Militions  to  the  lioute^ 
lie  had  given  it  all  the  conlideratlun  he  poi- 
fihly  could  ;  yet,  wkh  all  Ins  aiiiduity,  thvro 
were  m.iny  things  wholly  unintelligihle.  He 
for  one  vviiheil  the  Cominnliuncrs  of  the 
C’nlloms  and  Exrile  to  bi!  examined  u|>ou 
the  fuhjci^t,  as  they  were  competent  to  an- 
fwer  fqch  matters  .is  were  ncceiraiy  to  be 
known,  particwlai ly  with  refpedt  to  boon- 
urawh.icks,  dnticf,  .^c.  He  alluded  j>ar- 
tKiil.irly  to  the  tilth  lefoliition,  by  which 
e.tlier  kingdom  is  to  charge  any  ailicle  of  lU 
tiw.i  confuuiption  V.  ith  .III  mternal  duty  on 
the  maiuifa<‘ture,  ora  duty  on  the  nuUeiial, 
the  fame  m.inuf.ichne,  when  inipoited  from, 
the  other,  in.iy  be  charged  with  a  funher  duty 
on  impurt.ilion  to  the  .mount  of  the  internal* 
duty,  and  Ihould  be  entitled  lo  fuch  draw  b.iek,.

Hul  ho 
vvilhtd  the  Cummdi.oucis  of  Cuiloim  and 
I'p  i  Excife 
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Ex:ifc  to  be  examineJ  imiching  the  rcvntoc 
th.ii  Itkely  to  be  affe^tted  by  ihrm.  He 
h.id  t*K«uclu,  for  h»s  pin,  that  the  Rrpoit  of 
the  Cotnnutice  of  I'livy  Council  would  con- 
tun  then'  cv.dciKC,  ai  well  a^  tl.at  of  the 
manul.uf^vtrcrs  and  nthci>  who  had  Hern 
exanuned  by  them.  Hr  had  expc<‘ted  al'.o, 
lti.it  the  rrpoil  wotdd  cont.iin  Inch  necrllhry 
inform.alion  as  would  render  any  further  evi¬ 
dence  :.t  the  b.u  unneceirnry  ;  but  fiiKC  he 
haJ  peinfed  it,  he  found  tliat  it  contained  very 
Jitilc  of  fuch  nccciTary'  informitu  n. 

Mr.  rmula.*;  cxprellcd  a  wilh  that  the  ho- 
nouiuhle  i'>entleman»  wlm  ilcTired  th.at  ttie 
C(»mmlflioners  of  the  Culbmis  and  Kxcitc 
mir/i*:  be  examined,  would  point  nut  what 
p.iiticular  jHiints  they  weic  to  be  ex.imined 
on.  As  i<»  the  roncfllions  w  hich  h.id  been 
formerly  ma«lr  to  Ireland  by  ilie  noble  Lord 
(Snith),  lie  did  aj’/cc  to  ilicm,  and  would  do 
fo  ltill,but  the  noble  Lord  did  not  then  think 
it  ncrellary  to  examine  the  CiUTimifTioncrs  of 
Cuftoms  r.nd  Lxeife  ;  let  them  come,  how¬ 
ever,  on  the  inorunv  and  he  examined.  He 
wiflicd  4t,  that  ftaitlcinen  might  ngt  .again  lay 
tliat  any  lights  h.rl  been  fluit  out  by  his  light 
hon^'Ui  able  I’rlend. 

Mr.  LJen  an  w'ered,  that  the  cx.amination 
would  g«i  to  lo  many  papfs  that  he  was  in¬ 
fo  npeier.t  to  partKulaiize  them,  Theic 
were  drawbacks,  bounties,  exports,  clear¬ 
ances,  Sec.  Uc.  uns  tending  to  elucidate  ano¬ 
ther. 

The  Ch.anf cllor  of  the  Exchequer  faid,  he 
would  alk  one  qucltion  of  the  Hon.  (h-nt!c- 
xran,  viz.  If  they  were  to  .aik  the  Commr.- 
fionrrs  whether  ih.cv  ti.id  prcpan  d  a  repoit  ?

Mr.  Couitenay  faicl,  the  noble  Duke  .it 
the  hc.ul  of  the  Ordnance  liad  .1  gre.it  defire 
after  engineering,  hut  lie  iVared  he  uiulcrtuok 
the  cxecutioTi  of  his  plans  at  too  late  a  period; 
it  was  like  a  man  who  h.id  fallen  in  love  at  an 
advanced  age,  and  who,  under  the  infiucnce 
of  th.it  pallion,  did  many  ridiculous  ihiiig'i.

Heie  Mr.  Couitenay  entered  into  .in  invcili- 
gation  of  tiic  level .d  ex|»ciHec,  which,  ulien 
llic  fortifications  thould  be  complete  (he  ob- 
fervcd>,  would  f.ir  excei.d  a  million.

the  lofs  from  rohheiic-  wouM  have  been  con- 
fider.ihle  to  his  houic.  Puling  thole  iS  montlis 
his  hnither  .and  liimtelf  liad  loll  between 
M.inclieiter  .md  Hull,  .iiul  M  incheller  aiul 
Livei|M>i)l,  142I.  17s.  in  go<).ls  ihilen  on  the 
roadj  ;  had  this  happened  luuc  the  Ad  puf¬ 
fed,  the  lofs  wi>uld  hive  amounted  to  1  36^]. 
T  he  reafon  of  tlii  he  explained  in  this  way  : 
when  he  Ihouhl  apply  for  the  drawh.iuk  on 
the  whole  of  the  inViiice,  llie  llolen  g»MKls  not 
appearing,  the  Commlirioners  would  liavc 
cotillrucil  this  into  an  attempt  to  defraud  the 
revenue  ;  and  .all  llie  remaining  g»H)ds  of  the 
invoice,  wliich  had  not  been  llolen,  w»niKl 
have  been  forfeited.
